ORDERED:  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Tribunal  mark  all 
original  exhibits,  which  have  been  admitted  in  part  and 
rejected  in  part,  in  this  case  in  such  a  manner  as  to  • 
indicate  clearly  that  portion  of  the  exhibit  which  was 
rejected  by  the  Tribunal  at  the  time  said  exhibit  was 
offered  in  evidence;  and  it  is  further 

ORDERED:  That  the  cierk  shall  prepare  and  compile 
a  document,  setting  forth  all  language  corrections,  recommended 
by  the  Language  Arbitration  BOard  and  ordered  by  the  Tribunal 
to  be  made  in  exhibits  and  translations  thereof,  which  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  ordered  made  a  part  of  the  record  in 
this  case;  and  it  is  further  : 

ORDERED:  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Tribunal  prepare 
separate  instruments  each  containing  a  language  correction 
recommended  by  the  Language  Arbitration  Board  and  ordered  to 
be  made  by  the  Tribunal,  which  instrument  shall  be  attached  to 
and  filed  with  the  original  exhibit  affected  thereby,  the 
translation  of  which  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  corrected 
by  order  of  the  Tribunal.  Said  instrument  so  attached  to  the 
original  exhibit  shall  indicate- ana  set  forth  the  page  of  the 
Transcript  of  the  Record  in  this  case  at  v/hich  said  language 
correction  was  recommended  by  the  Language  Arbitration  Board 
and  ordered  by  the  Tribunal.
